New finds of footprints of reptiles 
left In soft sand st least 25,000,000 
years ago have beeu made in sand­ 
stone 1,800 feet down from the rim of 
the (Band canyon. 
This is the great­ 
est depth In the canyon at which such 
prints have been found. 
The level at which the fossil plants 
and reptiles have been found belongs 
to the latter part of the carboniferous 
period, or the time when the great 
coal bests of the world were being 
formed, and was a few million years 
before the famous reign of the dino­ 
saurs. 
One specimen shows a row 
of tracks 
very 
much 
like 
mouse tracks Ire- 
j 
pressed In a small slab of red stone, 
and In among the 
tiny footprints Is 
a 
wavy line which represents the truck 
of the animal’s tall.

show prints larger than n man's hand. 
Indicating that some of the reptilian

Acco rding to the classical his­ 
torians the stronghold wns perched on 
a rock o v er the river Indus a nd had 
even resisted the attacks of the legen­ 
dary Hercules. 
The p articular features of the rough 
and rocky regions which suggested 
this site are said to agree more close­ 
ly with the account of the Greek his­ 
torian Arrian than a previous tenta­ 
tive location at Mahahan. 
The stra­ 
tegic value of this hill country has 
been appreciated and utilised by petty 
chieftalus down to the preseut day, 
and It Is only recently that conditions 
have been sufficiently settled to allow 
archeological ex ploration.

Unwise to Disregard 
Danger in Lightning 
There are cases of persons having 
garments torn by lightning while they 
themselves have suffered no serious 
harm. The body is largely composed 
of water, and if the clothing Is dry the 
bolt will pass through the body. 
{the clothing is saturated the bolt may 
follow the clothing instead of the 
body. 
It is advised by some that any 
one caught in a thunderstorm in the 
wilds should immerse himself in order 
to saturate his garments, or, if this 
be impossible, to expose himself fully 
to the rain In order to be drenched at 
,onee. 
There are few manifestations of na 
jture’s power more awe Inspiring and 
at the same time more fascinating 
I than a violent thunderstorm. Coni 
paratively few adults acknowledge a 
feeling of terror In the presence of 
this majestic display. There is, how 
ever, a distinct difference between 
fear and caution. The danger from 
lightning is never great, but it exists

Sepoys are the native British In­ 
dian soldiers. In religion they are the 
most part Mohammedan and Brah­ 
man. 
One considers the cow sacred, 
the other ii not permitted to eat pork. 
The Enfield rifles which wore put lo 
the hands of the Sepoys Just before 
the "mutiny" had cartridges greased 
with tallow and lard. 
It was neces­ 
sary for the soldiers to bite these 
cartridges with their teeth. On May 
IO, 1857, the Sepoys mutinied in Mee­ 
rut, when native troops rose and lib­ 
erated some of their comrades who 
had been imprisoned for refusing to 
bandle the English cartridges. 


The site of the most brilliant coup 
of Alexander the Great’s campaign in 
India has been located by the emi­ 
nent archeologist, Sir Aurei Stein, ac­ 
cording to dispatches received in this 
country. 
In a section of the hills of Upper 
Swat known as Tonval, near the 
northern frontier, sir Aurei believes 
that he has identified the site of the 
fortress of Aornos, captured from the 
warlike hill tribes by Alexander In 327 
B. C. 
According to the classical his­ 
torians the stronghold was perched on 
a rock over the river Indus and had 
even resisted the attacks of the legen­ 
dary Hercules. 
Tile particular features of the rough 
and rocky regions which suggested 
this site are said to agree more close­ 
ly with the account of the Greek his­ 
torian Arrian than a previous tenta­ 
tive location at Mahahan. 
The stra­ 
tegic value of this hill country lins 
been appreciated and utilized by petty 
chieftains down to the present day, 
and it is only recently that conditions 
have been sufficiently settled to nllow 
archeological exploration.

Some complaints have been received because oil and tar are 
being applied during the heavy traffic season. 
Hot, dry weather 
is the ideal time to apply these treatments, according to highway 
engineers, because this gives penetration and makes the treat­ 
ment more lasting. 
The disagreeable period is much shorter in 
hot, dry weather than it would be if the binder were applied in 
cooler weather.

The “ Great American Desert” 


The little Mormon town of Moab, 
eighteen milos up-stream, Is the n ea r­ 
est supply base.

Salt Lake City 
is 250 railes away, to the northwest. 
Standing at the foot of the derrick 
which m arks the site of the now oil 
well, one’s back is fairly against an 
SOO foot cliff, which is m atched by a n ­ 
other im m ediately across the river.

Manifestly,

a flat-bottomed boat and floated down 
from Moab. 
It was a daring perform ­ 
ance, for the stream twists constantly; 
unseen rocks and shifting bars add to 
its difficulties, and tho canyon’s per­

brought, a derrick reared, m achinery 
placed, a cam p built and drilling bo­ 
gan.

drilling has been suspended, aw aiting 
provision for taking the oil away. 
It 
is doubtful if in all the history of tho 
COO,OOO wells th at have been drilled In 
this country, largely In regions difR- 
cult. of access, any one has ever pre­ 
sented such a category of obstacles as 
this canyon well in Utah. 
How the 
oil will be transported to a refinery is 
still sheer guess work. but. a way will 
he found, for the ingenuity and re­ 
sources of 
tho oil 
engineers 
have 
never failed. 
The “bringing in” of this well Illus­ 
trates the difficulty of petroleum de­ 
velopment. 
Convinced that the geo­ 
logical 
structure 
was 
particularly 
favorable, the projectors determ ined 
to gamble $75,000 on drilling. 
Before 
they got oil they had spent more than 
twice that. 
For years wells have been drilling 
In various parts of the state—fully 
200 
in all—at a 
cost of probably 
$5,000,000, and this canyon well is the 
first real producer! 
It is only by dint 
of such persistence In coping with 
natural obstacles and financial hazards 
that tho country’s supply of oil Is 
maintained. 
The 
first oil 
well 
In 
Western Pennsylvania became a pro­ 
ducer at the depth of 69Ms feet. Nowa­ 
days wells a mile deep are not uncom ­ 
mon, and they have gone down as far 
as a mile and a half. 


Every Well Is a Gamble 
A large proportion of wells produce 
nothing whatever and represent total 
loss. 
It was recently estimated that 
in the last twelve and a half years 
$ 1.200,000,000 was sunk in wells which 
were failures. 
Despite every effort of 
science, engineering and long experi­ 
ence, and notw ithstanding the stupen­ 
dous depths now reached, 25 per cent 
of wells last year were dry. 
The “wildcatter” is tho Columbus of 
oil. 
He is to petroleum, to gasoline. 
to the fuel supply of the country's 
20.000.000 automobiles, what the old- 
time gold prospector was to building 
the empire of the far west. 
He is es­ 
sentially a gam bler; 
good loser or 
good winner. 
The lure of enorm ous 
winnings keeps him tirelessly search ­ 
ing. and sometim es he'finds his re­ 
ward. 
But in the aggregate, offsetting 
all winnings against the total cost of 
this engrossing gamble, It is not im­ 
probable that all the oil that has been 
taken from the soil of this country 
from the beginning cost more than its 
producers got for it.

New York, Aug. 2.- Baseball fans with a memory long enough to extend 
back to the days when John McGraw was “Muggsy” and his New York Giants 
took hatting practice on the jaws of their opponents, took occasion recently 
to lament tire "lady like” trend of the modern game. 
When Roger Bresnahan. celebrated in his playing days as one of the 
fightin'est of the fighting Giants, asked tile Pittsburgh police for protection 
during their last series in the home town of the Pirates, the old timers la­ 
mented tire reformation of the last survivor of the old time warriors. 
McGraw established a new order of tilings when he buried the “Muggsy” 
part of his character, tucked away the uniform that had been so familiar on 
tho coaching lines and went into mufti to lead his team from the bench. 
L arry Doyle reached the end of his big league playing days arid Art 
Fletcher graduated into tire job of manager. 
“Oil” Smith, a scrappy young 
catcher, who had heard of tire old fighting Giants and tried to keep the rep u ­ 
tation going was turned loose and tire other members of the team were 
warned that umpire baiting and fist fighting were not essential qualifica­ 
tions of a hall player. 
Iii his fighting days McGraw no doubt was following a natu ra l inclination 
that came from the old Baltimore Oriole school to be a doormat for no man 
and to fight for every point. 
But this belligerence also may have been a by­ 
product of an equally natura l leaning toward showmanship. 
The Giants always drew well on the road regardless of the class of their 
club. 
Tire fairs saved their money to visit the ball park s when the Giants 
wore there to razz the scrappy m anager and sit in on a few fights that were 
always threatened and many times materialised. 
In his maturing days, the lighting n ature of McGraw softened as might 
be expected. Old men, as baseball rates men of McGraw’s years, do not have 
the fire and the spirit of youth and they are not quickly aroused. 
They 
learn from experience to think first before swinging. 
McGrow's reformation, however, was purely practical. 
No doubt he still 
has ail occasional inclination to chastise an umpire or have his players do 
it for him hut as a man in the business of winning pennants he knows that 
a star hall player, on tire bench under suspension is of no value to the club. 
Due to an unusual succession of bad breaks in the last three seasons, 
the Giants never have had too many good players available for duty in every 
game ami it has been his first duty to keep intanct what strength he could 
muster.
